The brothers, who worked on the 
solution in collaboration with an 
uncle, Philip Joffe, for the past eight 
years, sald they have been deluged 
with requests from movie and 
millinery firms, hospitals 
muscums to release . the 
formula.

It will go on sale at Macy's de- 
partment store In New York soon at 
“a reasonable price.” 


The implications of the discovery, 
Dr. Sidney Joffe said, are tremen- 
dous. Once the solutlon starts sell- 
ing commercially, he predicted, it 
stands a good ‘chance to put the 
fresh ond artificial Nower firms out 
of business. . 


Throe Steps 


There are three steps in the pre- 
servation process, Joffe said, and they 
will be simple enough fo, any house- 
wife to perform, 


First, the flower is dipped into o 
solution that dehydrates it, fixing its 
form. and stopping bacterial decay. 
It Is then dipped Into another solu- 
tlon and dried. The third solution 
establishes a permanent actd-alkallne 
balance in the flower. : 


When finished, the flower Is in a 
fixed state of preservation that fs. 
impervious to heat, cold or time. 


It will completely revolutionise 
the flower business, Joffe sald. 
Other businesses will also feel the 
repercussions, 
that women customers will prefer 
thelr favourite flowers In a ‘prescr- 
ved state on their hats, rather than 
artificial flowers.
